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MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
January 1, 1937 
The Honorable President and Members 
of the Plainfield City Council: 

Among the first tasks that will engage your attention is possibly the 
most important one of the year: the City Budget. In that connection I 
should like to advise with you briefly on the subject of taxation. 

It seems to me that in order to view the subject in its true light we 
must bear in mind the peculiar tax situation in New Jersey. New Jersey 
is almost unique among the states in that with us the cost of local govern- 
ment and public services is borne almost exclusively by taxes upon fixed 
assets; that is, real and personal property. In most other states these are 
supplemented by income or sales taxes or both, and the trend has been in- 
creasingly in that direction. In New Jersey the trend has been opposite. 
Other sources of revenue have been abandoned or dried up and have not 
been replaced with the result that the tax burden on propei:ty has contin- 
ually increased. 

On the other side of the account, new burdens have been added; in 
chief, the cost of relief. Since the municipalities and counties have to rely 
chiefly on the taxes on real and personal property, it follows that those two 
accounts are now called on to bear practically the whole tax load. As you 
know, we had in effect last year a state sales tax, but that was repealed 
because it was generally felt, and I think rightly, that it added to the cost 
of the necessities of life. Nothing was substituted for it. 

Now let us examine the situation that is left. The sales tax was one 
of the props beneath the load to be borne by taxation. When it was re- 
moved the other props were called upon to bear more. In fact, real and 
personal property were called upon to take it all. But what does that mean 
to the citizen? It seems to me very clear. Real property, in residential 
communities such as ours, is the home. A tax on real property is therefore 
a tax on one of the two elementary necessities of life - shelter - the other 
being food. So we find ourselves in what seems to me the rather illogical 
position of having repealed a tax because it bore in part on one of the ne- 
cessities of life, to wit: food, and then letting the load settle down upon the 
other vital necessity, shelter; not in part, but in whole. 

The objection to a tax on necessities is that it places the greatest part 
of the tax burden on those least able to bear it. I think that is the situation 
in our state today. Its effect has been bad. Under it ratables have shrunk. 
With decreased ratables the tax rates rise, since costs cannot be cut to com- 
pensate the shrinkage, and so the evil grows by feeding upon itself. A rem- 
edy is imperative. There is little that we in the city government can do about 
it directly, but I feel that we must do what we can. 

My suggestion is that you study the question, and if you arrive at a 
conclusion on it, that you express yourselves in a memorial to the Governor 
and our representatives at Trenton, petitioning them for appropriate legis- 
lation. I am confident that there will be many such petitions from other 
sources. 

I think that the remedy is to shift the load, at least in part, from the 
home to the income. My preference is for a state income tax, the proceeds 
to be earmarked for some definite item or items of governmental cost now in 
effect (thereby insuring no increase in the total tax burden). A sales tax, 


even with the necessities of life exempt, is open to the objection that it 


tends to stifle trade and drive it elsewhere, but I think it preferable to the 
system that we now have. The income tax, in my opinion, is the best form 
of taxation. It places the burden on those best able to bear it, and it is 
levied against live money, as contrasted with fixed and often unproductive 
assets. Our state is one of the very few in this part of the country that has 


not recognized and availed itself of this advantage. 


I have dwelt on the State situation, as I think our budget problem must 
be solved in the light of it. 

Real property is overburdened. I am sure you will prepare your budget 
with that in view. I have indicated that I think the chief remedy is state 
tax legislation; but there are steps that we can take within our own estab- 


~ lishment. 


The revenues of the city derive from two sources: (1) the tax on real 


and personal property, and (2) the accounts grouped under the head of 
- Miscellaneous Revenue: the latter being chiefly franchise taxes, and license 
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and other fees. I hope that you will study the Miscellaneous Revenue ac- 
counts with a view to deciding whether they cannot be made more produc- 
tive without working hardship. With returning prosperity it seems to me 
reasonable that the city should share in the increased profits of its conces- 
sionaires. Every dollar gained here is a dollar taken off the tax on the home. 


CLIYTPROPERTY 
As you know, the city property in the West End comprises an area of | 
upwards of 30 acres, most of it eligible for improvement and private use. | 
Considerable potential tax revenue lies there awaiting the transfer of the 
property to private ownership and development. I think that we should en- 
deavor to interest purchasers for this land who will improve it, but in so 
doing care must be taken to safeguard the adjacent owners against any use 
of it or development of it that would tend to depreciate the value of their 
holdings. I am inclined to the view that the development of the whole 
neighborhood has been retarded by the uncertainty surrounding the future 
use of the city land. Why not settle it? 
While the administration of the city has been thrifty to a praiseworthy 
degree, as evidenced by its outstanding financial position in the state; there 
are, I think, further economies that can be effected. | 


WATER 

I note that we are paying annually for fire hydrant service about $65, 
000., and that the rental has increased with more or less regularity over the | 
last fifteen years from $6,300., which was the figure in 1922. I have made | 
a preliminary study of the subject. I think we are paying too much, and | 
I hope that you will see your way clear to institute negotiations with the 
Water Company, looking to a substantial reduction. 

STREET LIGHTING 

Our contract for street lighting expires on March 1, 1937. It was en- | 
tered into five years ago. In that interval significant improvements have 
been made in the cost of producing and distributing electrical energy, and 
the volume of business has expanded, all of which have cheapened the cost 
of service. I recommend that a study of this situation be undertaken by | 
you immediately, with the view of negotiating a more favorable contract. | 


MONEY AND SHORT TERM FINANCING 

Over the past year or two there has been little need for the city to bor- 
row on short term, but when it has been done I feel that the rates have | 
sometimes been too high. I would recommend that when occasion arises for | 
such borrowings that the market be carefully canvassed and the lowest rates | 
obtained. In this connection, I would call your attention to the fact that the 
discount for the prepayment of city tax bills is six percent. I recommend 
that this be discontinued. I know of no reason why the city should pay 6% 
for money which, if it needs it, it can borrow for 3% or less. A substantial 
saving can be effected here. 

You are more familiar with the details of city departmental adminis- | 
tration than I, and it is possible that other economies may suggest them- | 
selves to you. As far as my observation goes the city departments are all 
capably administered, and I do not believe that their activities can be | 
further curtailed without damage to the city’s interest. In the administra- | 
tion of a city, a loyal and enthusiastic body of employees is just as im- | 
portant, in my judgment, as in a private business. That is to say, it is | 
fundamental to success. I believe that we have such a body and that their | 
morale should be kept high through continuance of fair treatment. 

In his last message Mayor Stutsman recommended that you pass a 
resoultion requesting the County authorities to revalue all taxable property | 
in the County in order that uniformity in assessment may be achieved. As | 
it stands today urban property is, generally speaking, assessed higher in pro- | 
portion to market value than that outside urban limits, with the result that 
it bears more than its just share of State and County taxation. This in- 
equity should be corrected. I renew Mayor Stutsman’s recommendation to | 
you. 

May I take this opportunity to express to you the pleasure with which 
I look forward to working with you, and to wish you a Happy New Year.

FINANCIAL REPORT 


To the Honorable Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, New Jersey. 
Gentlemen: 

I am presenting herewith the annual report of the financial accounts 
and transactions of the City of Plainfield for the fiscal year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1936. 

The several statements in this report are purely statistical and reflect 
the City’s financial standing at both the beginning and ending of the year, 
as well as all transactions of operations during the year. 

The account classfications—Current, Capital, Trust, and Reserve, 
separate the various activities or kinds of service given by the City. 

These various services are authorized and financed under separate 
statutes and for that reason the accounting for each is separately stated. 

The first part of the report under “CURRENT” deals with the yearly 
budget—both the Revenues and Expenditures. The adopted budget repre- 
sents the estimates which are matched with the actual revenues received and 
the expenditures made. (See Statement A-3 and A-4) 

Under Exhibit “A” “Current Balance Sheet” fourteen general items in 
comparative form give a complete picture of the City’s CURRENT financial 
condition as at the beginning and the ending of the year. The next state- 
ment, A-1, Analysis of Current Cash and Surplus Revenue Account, shows 
the actual current cash position of $3,334.53 cash surplus on December 31, 
1936. This is the amount of cash on hand for current operating purposes 
on December 31st, after deducting the advance payments on 1937 taxes of 
$100,060.74 and $61,267.86 to cover 1936 reserve appropriations and the 
amount as considered past due to the Board of Education.

The total tax delinquencies have decreased from approximately— 
$1,102,000. on December 31, 1933 to approximately— 
: 810,000. on December 31, 1936 or a total decrease of approximately 
292,000. 


A full report of all taxes is shown on Statement A-10. 


The above shows a marked improvement in the City’s financial condi- 
tion from 1933 to 1936 inclusive. 

The present current financial condition can be attributed only to sound 
financing over a period of years. Sound financing is accomplished by pre- 
venting over-expenditures of appropriations, over-estimates of revenues and 
the building up of reserves to offset tax delinquencies. It also requires a 
diligent and perservering tax collector who enforces collections through the 
re of holding tax sales regularly and following them to a final con- 
clusion. 

Without FUNDING or REFUNDING any debt, Plainfield was, on 
January 1, 1937 financially in a position to adopt a budget on a full cash 
basis as provided by the recent Budget Act. This is a condition few New 
Jersey municipalities the size of Plainfield enjoy. However, the act ex- 
tends the time for the adoption of a full cash budget to January 1, 1944. 

The Capital Classification of accounts, Exhibit “B” and supporting 
statements reflect the activities in making permanent improvements. All 
such improvements are authorized and financed under the provisions of 
statutes known as the “Municipalities Act and Local Bond Act”. The major- 
ity of these items fall under the following class of Improvements;—Street 
Paving, Sanitary and Storm Sewers, Construction of Sewage Disposal 
Plants, Purchase of Land for Public Use, and the Construction of all School 
and other Public Buildings. Bonds are issued in most cases to pay the first 
cost in making these improvements. The bonds must then be paid within the 
term of the issue from either general taxation or special assessment col- 
lections. The term of the issue cannot be for a period longer than the esti- 
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mated life of the improvements or the time limit set for the payment of the 
Special Assessments. : 

After Special Assessments are made and confirmed against property 
peculiarly benefitted, the accounts of both assessments against the property 
and the Assessment Debt are separated from Capital or General Improve- 
ment Accounts. These items are then treated as Trust (see Exhibit C) for 
the reason that the City acts as trustee in making these particular improve- 
ments on petition or approval of the owners of the majority of the property 
so benefitted. ; 

The Reserve Accounts, (Sinking Fund—Exhibit “D’’) reflect the monies 
collected in advance of the due date of certain bond issues, known as term 
bonds issued prior to March 1916, and the Assessment Bonds issued June 
1, 1930.

CITY OF PLAINFIELD, N. J.

| To the Honorable, The Mayor and Common Council: 
- Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit to your honorable body, the annual report of the 

Police Department of the City of Plainfield, for the fiscal year ending, Dec- 
ember 31, 1936. 
On May 17th, 1934 this department installed a two-way Police Radio 
System, consisting of a combination receiving and transmitting set in head- 
quarters and a combination receiving and transmitting set in four cars. The 
personnel of this branch consists of three Sergeants and twenty-one men. 

In order that every section of this City might have better police pro- 
tection at all hours, the City was divided into eleven districts of which eight 


districts are covered by foot patrolmen and three districts by the radio 


division with one Radio Car in each of the three districts and one radio car 
in reserve. Each car is equipped with a First Aid Kit, Searchlight, Fire 
Extinguisher, nightsticks, Riot gun and Tear Gas Bomb. 

Since its installation the City has been greatly benefited by the constant 
patrolling of the entire City at all hours over a partial coverage in previous 
years. 

In 1935 a SAFETY DIVISION was added to this department and a 
survey made of the City with various recommendations carried out and for 
which we received Honorable Mention by the National Safety Council, with 
a result gratifying to all concerned and more fully explained by the analysis 
set forth in this report. The personnel of this department consists of one 
patrolman assigned to this particular work and that of School Traffic. 

Our Bureau of Identification and Photography has been greatly im- 
proved by the addition of up-to-date paraphernalia and the taking of Non- 
Criminal Fingerprints were established the past year with gratifying results. 

The Detective Bureau has had an exceptional busy year as more fully 
explained further in this report. 

Our Department may well be a source of great satisfaction and Civic 


_ pride to its citizens. In every branch of Police endeavor, the department 
has, during the past year, proved its greatest value in the prevention of 
crime and the apprehension of perpetrators of such law violations and in- 
fractions as were committed. 


I would at this time, recommend the purchase and installation of four 
traffic lights at the following intersections: Watchung Avenue and East 
Fourth Street; Watchung Avenue and East Second Street; West Front 
Street and Madison Avenue and West Fourth Street and Liberty Street as 
there has been more accidents at these intersections and are considered more 


hazardous. 


I would also recommend the purchase of Four Riot Guns. j 

We should earnestly consider the establishment of a Crime Prevention 
Bureau. It is my belief that a bureau of this kind, with properly trained 
officers can accomplish a great deal, especially among our juvenile offenders. 
Its duties must be to find remedies for the causations of crime, to prevent 
the commission of crimes, and to instill into the minds of offenders not a 
servile fear, but one which will make them cooperative. I know of no better 


_ way than to being with our Juveniles and in order to give to give them the 


proper and beneficial training I would strongly recommend that a more 
liberal use of our Public Schools, opened evenings and supervised by com- 
petent persons where our juveniles may go for the purpose of gymnastics, 
games, lectures, etc. which would keep them off the streets and out of bad 
company. | 

In February of this year Court Costs were added which has greatly 
increased our revenues also this item has increased the volume of detail 
work in this office and I would recommend an additional Clerk if only for 
part time in order to reduce the excess amount of work now imposed upon 
the present clerical office. ; 

During the year we have had one Dismissal and one Retirement of our 
patrolmen and in order to bring our quota up to standard I would recom- 
mend that these two positions be filled at the earliest possible moment and 
that three replacements be made to fill the previous vacancies still open due 
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to retirements in previous years. At the present time particularly during 
the evening when the rush of commuters is on, two of our Radio Cars are 
completely tied up doing traffic duty and I would call your attention to the 
fact that at the time when Mrs. Person was held up and brutally attached 
two of our cars were tied up on this traffic duty, hence a delay in the proper 
discharge of our Radio Car Duty. The employment of these replacement 
- men would not only bring our quota up to standard but would give this 
much added protection to our citizens. 

In conclusion I wish to say that the department has had a most suc- 
cessful year. The men entrusted with public safety in this City; the Mayor 
and members of the Common Council, have been willing and eager to con- 
tribute of their time and energy toward the proper conduct of the depart- 
ment and I wish to take this opportunity of expressing, to all, my thanks 
and appreciation for their support and the many acts of kindness during 
the year.

During the early part of 1936 the identification bureau was equipped 
with a speed graphic camera. This camera improved our pictures, especial- 
ly accident scenes at night. Our Enlarging camera purchased at the same 
time we find beneficial in many ways and is surely an asset to the bureau. 

With reference to the civilian finger print file, persons not only from 
Plainfield but from the surrounding communities have continued to request 
that their finger prints be taken and forwarded to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation at Washington, D. C. This is cheerfully done and persons 
having their fingerprints sent to Washington are in the event of a fatal 
accident sure to be identified. Almost Sixteen Hundred persons have been 
fingerprinted since the inception of the system. 

We have on file 3,849 sets of criminal fingerprints. Each year a large 
amount of repeaters are arrested and they are given their old numbers. 
Photographs must be taken from time to time of these repeaters as they 
change in appearance. We also have 3,650 sets of Canvasser’s fingerprints 
kept in a separate file. 


POLICE TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 


The Police Telegraph System is of the Gamewell Type and consists of 
Eleven call Boxes with Flashlights and horns, one time clock with paper 
take-up reel, one switchboard with instruments mounted thereon for charg- 
ing the batteries, and storage batteries for operating the system. The bat- 
teries are located at Fire Headquarters and the power for charging them is 
furnished by the Public Service Gas and Electric Company. 


SCHOOL SAFETY PATROL 
School safety patrols are functioning successfully in twelve public 


‘schools, one High school, and two parochial schools. The Plainfield High 
School has its own patrol system. 


Student Courts in schools have been replaced by Jr. Safety Councils 
and Safety Clubs which work to a much greater advantage. The patrol mem- 
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bers are the executive body of the Council and Clubs and the delegates from 
various classes attend these meetings at which time they discuss their safe- 
ty problems to carry to their class mates. Violations of safety are re- 
ported to each class room teacher and serious violations are brought before 
the school assemblies. 

All schools are working under a set of standards for patrols as set down 
by the Plainfield Area Safety Council and has the approval of the National 
Safety Council. The patrol Chief’s report weekly in regard to their activities 
and any problems that they may have. By using the “Voice of Safety” car 
we are able to check each patrol daily while they are on duty thus keeping 
the patrol up to standard. ( 

Safety pictures and plays are shown in all schools. Monthly safety les- 
sons and posters are supplied by the A. A.A., also the teachers are sent a 
weekly safety message. The Plainfield Theatres continue to give free shows 
to the safety patrols. In June an outing was held in Greenbrook Park for 
the safety patrols of the Plainfield area in which 497 patrol members attend- 
ed. This outing was a big success. All games and sports were under the 
direction of the recreation commission, and Miss Whitford the school nurse 
donated her services. A first aid tent was erected by the Boy Scouts for this 
occasion. We are glad to report, however, that not a single child was hurt 
during the outing which lasted from 9:00 A. M. to 5:00 P.M. Refreshments 
were furnished by the Safety Council. Sandwiches, milk, ice cream, and 
candy were supplied with plenty for each child. Band music was played 
from the “Voice of Safety” for the entertainment of the children. All the 
patrols were delivered to and from the Park in buses. The entire outing 
was under the direction of the Child Safety Committee of the Plainfield 
Area Safety Council. 


During the past year considerable headway has been made in establish- 
ing a driving course in the High School. Mr. H. Stine, Physical Director 
Bethe Plainfield Schools, is in charge of this class and is doing a very good 
job. 

We are happy again to report that we have not had a school child hurt 
during school hours. Lectures have been made in the assemblies of all the 
Plainfield Schools and in various class rooms. Classes from nine of the 
schools have visited Police Headquarters on a tour of instruction and this 
has been a big help in getting over to the children the fact that the Police- 
men are their friends. Five troups of boy scouts and one troup of girl 
scouts have visited Police Headquarters on a tour and have been finger- 
printed. Safety lectures have been given to eighteen Parent Teachers As- 
sociation meetings in Plainfield, South Plainfield, Greenbrook Township, 
Dunellen, and Warrenville, also to twelve troups of boy scouts, two groups 
of boys in the Y.M.C.A. and to the Holy Name Society of St. Marys, St. 
John, and St. Joseph Churches and to the young peoples meeting of the 
Trinity Reform Church, also to the bus drivers of the Public Service Co. and 
the drivers of Sheffield Farms Company and service clubs. 


The following school crossings were covered by special Police Officers, 
some of whom were paid by the City at the rate of fifty cents per hour for 
a three hour day and some from the Relief Rolls, also by our own police.

W.P.A. TRAFFIC SURVEY 


The W.P.A. traffic survey sponsored by the Plainfield Area Safety 
Council and the City of Plainfield, started on January 20, 1936 and was 
finished on August 8, 1936. The personnel consisted of one Engineer-Direc- 
tor, one map Draughtsman, two senior clerks and three field workers. Also 
one Stenotypist.

The completed report of the traffic survey is now in the hands of Mr. 
William McDowell, Vice-President of the Safety Council. A survey was 
made on about forty corners in the City and the original tally sheets are on 
file in the safety department, also a large map showing “OFF STREET 
PARKING AREA” in the business section of the City was prepared and 
is now displayed in the Safety Department at Police Headquarters. 

We installed a standard accident file which consists of a Violators File, 


date file and location file all cross indexed. All accidents are filed at the 


intersection or between the intersection. This file has proved very helpful. 


VOICE OF SAFETY 


The Voice of Safety car, loaned to this Department by the Plainfield 
Motor Company, was put into service on June 9th, 1936 and was used all 
that day at the Child Safety Patrol Outing held in Greenbrook Park. 

On June 12, 1936 the “Voice” was used in Watchung, N. J. to assist in 
a safety parade. 

On July 9, 1936 it was used in Greenbrook Park to announce the pro- 
gram of a free band concert. ee 

On Sunday July 16, 1936 it was used in Greenbrook Park for a minis- 
ter’s convention. 

On Sunday August 9, 1936 it was used in Greenbrook Park to announce 
the program of a free band concert. : 

It has been used every Saturday in the business section of the City for 
Safety Education. 

When schools opened in September it was used to tour the Schools 
checking patrols and special police officers and for broadcasting safety 
messages to the children. ; 

This car has been a great help in controlling Pedestrian traffic, also 
very valuable in child safety work. 


NEWSBOYS 


Many complaints, from the business section of the City were received 
regarding newsboys panhandling, staying out late at night and involving 
themselves in petty crimes which caused us much worry. In order to break 
up this practise and to get the undesirable boys off the street we installed 
a system of licensing the boys. There is no fee charged. 

For a boy to get a permit to sell papers on the street he must first get 
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working papers from the Attendance Supervisor of the Public Schools. A 
copy of this paper is brought to Police Headquarters where a badge and 
a set of rules that we expect the boy to live up to is given him. 

As for the boy delivering newspapers, the same regulation applies. In- 
stead of having a badge the delivery boys receive a card with his name, ad- 
dress, age and the name of the person for whom he delivers papers. This 
system has worked very satisfactory. To do this we would need about one 
hundred badges which would cost about fifteen dollars. 

To date we have thirty-six licensed newsboys selling papers on the 
street and forty-five delivery boys. Only six boys have had their badges 
taken away from them. Three for gambling, two for larceny of papers and 
one for lending his badge to another boy who was not eligible to sell papers. 
The following are the rules: 

1—Not to sell papers in or around the Post Office. 

2—-Not to sell papers in or around the railroad station. 

3—Not to sell papers in or around the theatres. 

4—_Not to sell in front of any store that sells papers. 

5—Not to be on the street after 7:00 P. M. 

6—Must keep themselves clean. 
7—Must not beg or steal. 

8—Must always return the correct change to a customer. 
9—Must not go in the rear of stores in the business section at all. 
10—Must be courteous at all times. 
11—Badge must be worn where it can be seen.

HYDRANTS 


There is a total of 559 hydrants within the City limits and four just 
over the City Line, which makes a grand total of 563 hydrants. 


FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 


Our system is of the Gamewell type with 96 Fire Alarm boxes, 13 of 
which are private. During the year, 5 boxes were changed from the old 
non-interfering to the new 3-fold type with quick action doors. We have 
approximately 56% miles of overhead wires. A 15-inch gong is located in 
each of the outside Fire Stations; an 18-inch gong with three 10-inch tap- 
pers and one 6-inch tapper at Fire Headquarters, one 12-inch gong at 
Police Headquarters and 6-inch tappers are located at the Electric and Gas 
Company’s plants and other places of importance. One 10 circuit auto- 
matic repeater, one 12 circuit switch-board with instruments mounted on 
it for testing and recharging of batteries, 1 house circuit and 1 local battery 
circuit in Headquarters, and 6 outside circuits are in use. 1 Alarm trans- 
mitter and 4 Alarm registers with paper take-up reels are installed in the 
various Fire Stations. There are 4 sixty-inch battery racks with 118 cells 
for operating the Alarm System and 1 twelve-circuit protector board. 1 
Sterling 5-Horsepower electric Siren with 1 remote control switch. There are 
8 rectifiers. The power for charging the batteries is furnished by the Pub- 
lic Service Electric & Gas Company. One 10-trunk telephone switchboard 
with 4 trunk lines and 10 extensions is in service. 


POLICE ALARM SIGNAL SYSTEM 


Our system is of the Gamewell Type with 10 Standard Police Boxes 
with recall lights and horns, one (1) of which is private and nine (9) of 
which are located on pedestals. By order of the Police Board, during the 
year 1935, 6 Police Boxes which were located on poles have been removed; 
11 Police Boxes located on poles are out of service but have not been re- 
moved and 4 Police Boxes which were located on pedestals have been re- 
moved. We have about 40 miles of overhead wires and about 1% miles of 
underground cable which is used jointly with the Fire Alarm Telegraph 
System. Also, 2% miles of Police line has been removed and the salvaged 
wire has been re-used. The following Gamemell equipment is installed at 
Fire Headquarters: one (1) 160 inch battery rack with 54 two-volt cells 
and two (2) rectifiers. The following Gamewell equipment is installed at 
Police Headquarters: a switchboard with a time clock stamp, a four-circuit 
punching machine and a telephone for making calls to Police Boxes. 


TRAFFIC SIGNAL SYSTEM 


Traffic lights at sixteen (16) intersections are now in service and one 
(1) all red traffic signal and bell which is manually operated from Fire 
Headquarters is located on the corner of Central Avenue and West Fourth 
Street. 


INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS 


2,097 inspections of business and factory buildings were made through- 
out the City during the year 1936. 


SPECIAL ASSIGNMENTS 


460 Special assignments were made during the year 1936. (Theatre 
details, etc.) 


RECOMMENDATIONS

lined, wax and gum treated Fire Hose. ;

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER 


December 31, 1936. 
To the Honorable, the Common Council, City of Plainfield, New Jersey. 
Gentlemen :— 
I submit herewith the Annual Report of the Streets and Sewers De- 
partment for the year 1936. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


Considerable time was given to the following eight projects involving 
the construction of 1.44 miles of storm sewers and .58 miles of sanitary 
sewers all of which were constructed in cooperation with the Works Pro- 
gress Administration . 

1. Storm and Sanitary Sewer in Watchung Avenue from Cedarbrook Road 
to Hillside Avenue. 

. Storm and Sanitary Sewer in Watchung Avenue from Hillside Avenue 

to Woodland Avenue. 

. Storm and Sanitary Sewer in Prospect Avenue from Carnegie Avenue 

to Kensington Avenue. 

. Storm Sewer in Prospect Avenue from Kensington Avenue to Hillside 

Avenue. 

; aan Sewer in Clinton Avenue from West Third Street to West Fourth 
treet. 

. Storm and Sanitary Sewer in Plainfield Avenue from Huntington Ave- 

nue to the City line. 

. Storm Sewer in West Third Street from Halsey Street to Monroe Avenue. 

. Storm Sewer in West Third Street from Monroe Avenue to Lee Place. 


In addition to the projects listed above this Department prepared plans 
or the following work. 


. Storm Sewer in Right-of-Way, Woodmere Place, Sleepy Hollow Lane, 
and Hilltop Road. 
Storm Sewer in West Sixth Street from New Street to Liberty Street. 
Storm Sewer in Berkeley Avenue from Osborn Avenue to Denmark Road. 
Storm Sewer in Lorraine Avenue from Osborne Avenue to Denmark 
Road and in Denmark Road from Lorraine Avenue to Fernwood Avenue. 
Storm Sewer in Lee Place from West Fourth Street to West Sixth Street. 
Storm Sewer in Monroe Avenue from West Fourth Street to West Sixth 
Street, and in West Fifth Street from Monroe Avenue to Prescott Place. 
eke Sewer in Hillside Avenue from Putnam Avenue to Sunnyside 
ace. 
Storm Sewer appurtenances at the intersection of Rose Street and Lara- 
mie Road. 


Approval of all the above projects has been received from the Works 
Progress Administration and work will be started early in 1937. 


East Fifth Street from Watchung Avenue to Richmond Street was im- 
proved during the year as a Public Works Administration Project. The 
contract for the work was awarded to Thomas Gallo, Irvington, New Jersey; 
the total cost being $34,816.11; $19,540.09 was charged to the City and 
$15,276.02 was contributed by the Public Works Administration. 


Under the provisions of Local Improvement Ordinance No. 305, Sani- 
tary Sewers were constructed in sections of Oakwood Place, Prospect Ave- 
nue and Oakland Avenue. The contract was awarded to Peter A. Drobach 
and Mario Silvestri of Belleville, New Jersey, the low bidders. The sewer 
construction has been finished but the work of replacing the street pave- 
ment over the trench can not be completed until the Spring of 1937. 


Sanitary Sewers were also constructed in sections of Ravine Road, 
Charlotte Road and in Forest Hill under the provisions of Local Improve- 
ment Ordinance No. 306. The contract was awarded to Terrible Construc- 
tion Company, Inc., Plainfield, N. J. The sewer construction has been com- 
pleted and the pavement over the trench will be constructed during the 
Spring of 1937. 


Inspections and checking of plans in the Building Division consumed 
considerable engineering time. Six hundred seventy-eight (678) building 
permits were issued during 1936 as compared with six hundred nine (609) 
in 1935. Value of new construction in 1936 was $746,025.50, which exceeds 
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the 1935 valuation of new construction by $254,640.50 or an increase over 
1935 of approximately fifty-two (52%). 


The following table indicates the increased activities in the Building 
Division from 1933 to date.

STREET. DIVISION 


This Division continued the regular routine of maintaining street pave- 
ments, street signs, traffic directional and restriction signs, traffic mark- 
ings, the maintenance of all motor equipment of all Departments, sweeping 
and cleaning streets, removal of snow from streets and sidewalks and ren- 
dering other services to many other Departments of the City. 


On March 15th the duty of servicing and maintaining all motor equip- 
ment of all Departments of the City was assumed by the Streets and Sewers 
Department; the work to be done at the City Garage in the City Yard. For 
this purpose working hours at the garage were extended so as to provide 
uninterrupted service every day over a period of thirteen (13) hours. Ad- 
ditional new equipment was installed in the garage to properly handle the 
increased requirements. 


The severe winter of 1935-1936 was responsible for the failure of ap- 
proximately 11,600 square yards of macadam pavement. During the Spring 
the work of rebuilding this pavement was done with City equipment and 
men, with the exception of the rental for a short period of a power shovel 
and power roller. The budget did not contemplate such a large amount of 
macadam to be restored in this manner and it proved necessary to appro- 
priate $7,500. additional to provide for the increased expense. The total cost 
of the work amounted to $12,262.30 


In 1935 the Department established a policy of repairing and surfacing 
300,000 square yards of macadam pavement each year. This was accomplish- 
ed in 1985 and in 1936 we were successful in maintaining 302,000 square 
yards of macadam in addition to 12,000 square yards of cinder pavement. 
Continuing such a program will enable the Department to properly main- 
tain all of our 914,000 square yards of macadam once every three years. 


The street car tracks in East Second Street between Richmond Street 
and Berckman Street and between Netherwood Avenue and Terrill Road 
were covered with material furnished by the Public Service Coordinated 
Transport. 


During 1935 our expenditures for new equipment amounted to $730.55— 
$550.00 of which represented the cost of a stone spreader and $180.55 the 
cost of replacing equipment. In 1936 the cost of replacing equipment 
amounted to $23.35, thus, over a two year period only $203.90 was spent for 
equipment replacement. Continuing such a program can only result in 
being obliged to make a very large expenditure in one year in the near 
future, and so I recommend, every effort be made to appropriate each year 
sufficient funds for equipment replacement to offset depreciation. 


SEWER. DIVISION 


The Sewer Division continued the usual routine of patroling pumping 
stations daily and cleaning sewers. No serious “breakdowns” were recorded. 
Approximately thirty-six (36) miles of sanitary sewers were cleaned of 
roots and other obstructions. 

I attach herewith a statement of Local Improvement Assessments 
showing total distribution of costs of Ordinances approved between the 
years 1919 and 1935, which includes Ordinance No. 201 to No. 300 and a 
detailed distribution of costs of Ordinance No. 301 to No. 306, also state- 
ments of General Improvement Ordinances, Permits issued, and fees col- 
lected by the Building Division during 1936, Financial Statement of the 
Department for the year and Statistical Statement of Streets and Sewers. 


It is a pleasure to acknowledge my appreciation of the cooperation re- 
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ceived from the Mayor, Common Council, and the various Department heads 
of the City, employees of this Department and to the Committee on Streets 
and Sewers composed of the following members of the Common Council.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SHADE TREE COMMISSION 
December 31, 1936 
To the Honorable Common Council, City of Plainfield, New Jersey 
Gentlemen; aed 

The Plainfield Shade Tree Commission presents herewith its annual re- 
port for the year of 1936. ; ; ; 

In the four years prior to 1936 the Commission received insufficient 
funds to give the street trees the attention required, or to make necessary 
replacements of the equipment needed to carry on the work. In the past 
year the Commission has made such replacements and are now better able 
to handle the work. 

We have presented in past years, reports giving the number of trees 
cared for or given attention, these figures do not give an accurate picture of 
the time necessary for tree care. In this annual report we have given the 
amount of man hours required for the various types of work required. _ 

On the streets of Plainfield, are many trees of the silver maple variety, 
which from past experience have been proven unsuitable for street plant- 
ings. It has truthfully been said of this variety “beautiful in youth, ugly in 
middle age and wrecks long before maturity.” This type of tree and the 
poplars comprise the greater part of the trees which the Commission is 
called on to remove each year. 

The Commission employed in 1936 an average of 4 men, these men 
worked a total of 6,100 man hours during the year, their time being divided 
in the work as follows. 

The Commission removed during 1936 by request and for various 
reasons 107 trees. The average time for these removals, including removal 
of the stump, filling and leveling the hole, removing wood and brush and 
often relaying sidewalks amounts to 31 man hours or a total of 3,193 man 
hours for this work. 

The second largest expenditure of time is in the triming of trees for 
which service many requests are received. On many of the trees given such 
attention, cabling and bracing operations, cavity work and fertilizing is 
often required. The average time per tree amounts to 3% man hours or 
1,967 man hour total for the 562 trees cared for this year. 

Relative to the above, is the pruning or removal of low limbs which 
interfere with street and pedestrian traffic. There are many street trees still 
in need of such work despite the attention. given to 1,600 trees during the 
year in this work. Our total time for this amounts to 400 man hours. 

A very important branch of our work which should receive more atten- 
tion than our funds have permitted, is the very necessary spraying of street 
trees for protection against insect pests. The actual time spent in spraying 
each tree is relatively small, but the time consumed in filling the spray 
tank, adding the materials and moving from one location to another, adds up 
to a total of 400 man hours for the 2,100 trees given this attention. 

We have shown in the preceeding paragraphs for four items of our 


work a total man hour expenditure of 5,960 man hours out of a total avail- 


able 6,100 man hours, leaving us a remaining amount of 140 man hours. 

With the remaining 140 man hours the Commission has the work of 
cleaning up during and after storms, removal and inspection for hanging 
limbs, triming for street and traffic light clearance, leveling walks raised 
by tree roots, transplanting trees from driveway construction, planting, 
staking and fertilizing young trees, repairing injuries to trees from car 
accidents, supervision of trimming for telephone and electric line clearance, 
assistance to other City Departments at their request and the care and 
maintainance of tools and equipment of our Department. 

The Commission regrets that it is unable to always give prompt atten- 
tion to the numerous requests received, from property owners or to make 
necessary replacement plantings for all trees removed. 

We believe that steady and consistant progress is being made and that 
with new and replacement plantings as needed, Plainfield’s street trees will 
be recognized as a valuable asset in the continued attractiveness and devel- 
opment of the City.

This is a competitive contest conducted jointly by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce and the American Public Health As- 
sociation and health departments participate from all over the United States 
and its Territories. Awards are based on departmental efficiency and pro- 
gressiveness. I am pleased to advise that this Department received one of 
the five honorable mention awards for cities within the population group of 
twenty to fifty thousand. 


Further evidence of progressiveness may be demonstrated by research 
work conducted by this Department relative to the bacterial count of eating 
and drinking utensils. This work has been favorably commented upon by 
many public health agencies and other interested organizations located over 
the entire United States.

Great strides have been made in the prevention, cure, and control of 
communicable diseases in the past few years, but there are still some in- 
fections about which we have a lot to learn. 

There is a crying need for prophylactic measures which will place scar- 
let fever, poliomyelitis, pneumonia, influenza and other infections on the low 
incidence basis of smallpox and diphtheria. 

In the control of venereal diseases it is exceedingly gratifying to note 
a decided increase in clinic attendance. Our annual compilation shows an 
| increase of thirty-six new syphilis patients and nine additional gonorrhea 
cases. The data submitted also shows an increase of eight hundred and sixty- 
one visits to the clinic for treatment, examination and advice.

FOOD, DRUG, AND MILK SUPERVISION 


Studies have been conducted during the year in order to determine the 
bactericidal value of the various so-called sterilizing commodities recom- 
mended for use in conjunction with cleansing of eating and drinking utensils. 

This work has demonstrated that the various chlorine liberating pre- 
parations are the most satisfactory for use in our local eating and drinking 
establishments. As a result of an educational program conducted during the 
latter part of the year, every liquor dispensing establishment and about 
forty per cent. of the restaurants, soda fountains, and other public places 
where food is consumed are now subjecting eating and drinking utensils to 
a rinse containing 200 P. P. M. of available chlorine before they are used by 
the patrons. There can be no doubt of the fact that this procedure will have 
a decided bearing on the reduction of orally contracted infections. 

Rigid sanitary control is constantly maintained by capable inspectors 
over all stores dispensing foods or beverages for the purpose of guarantee- 
ing that all foods offered for sale be wholesome and safe for human use. 

The suggestion is frequently heard that Plainfield should abolish the 
oa of raw milk and permit the sale of only certified and pasteurized sup- 
plies. 

That such a suggestion is only logical can be demonstrated by a perusal 
of the data available relative to milk borne epidemics which will reveal that 
raw milk is of major importance in the dissemination of disease. ; 

Our present milk supply is obtained from forty-three creameries which 
receive milk from approximately five thousand individual dairies located in 
New York, Pennsylvania, and New Jersey. : 

In spite of the enormous task of supervising a supply of this magnitude, 
we can boast that few communities, if any, can offer a superior product.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE OVERSEER OF THE POOR 


To the Honorable, the Mayor, and the Common Council of the 
City of Plainfield. 
Gentlemen :— 
Upon completion of my fifth year in office, I wish to submit herewith 
the report of the Poor Department for the year, 1936. 


WELFARE HOUSE 


On January 1, 1936, there were twenty-one persons at the Welfare 
House, fifteen men and six women. In the course of the year, two men and 
three women were admitted, bringing the total to twenty-six. Five left of 
their own accord and two died, leaving nineteen persons at the close of the 
year. 


IMPROVEMENTS 


The entire outside of the building was painted; a sun parlor was built 
above the kitchen porch for the use of the women, and two small rooms were 
made into one large room, which is used as a dormitory. In the men’s quart- 
ers, the large room on the first floor and the bathroom on the second floor 
were redecorated and the furniture and floors have all been repainted, 
leaving the premises at the present time in a perfect condition.

NON-SUPPORT CASES 


In the year 1936, there was a marked increase in the number of com- 
plaints for non-support. The total number of 96 complaints were made and 
disposed of satisfactorily through the City Court, and many other cases of 
a similiar character were adjusted by agreement through this office. 


MONEYS COLLECTED AND DISBURSED 


Due to the marked increase in the number of non-support complaints, 
the sum of $11,478.72 was received at this office and has been paid to those 
for whom it was intended, as my receipts will show. 

The improved working conditions readily shows that in normal times, 
these cases will be increased to a considerable extent. 


BASTARDY CASES 


We had five bastardy cases which were all heard and disposed of in the 
City Court of Plainfield by Judge William G. DeMeza.
